FOREIGN 
INTERVENTION. 


Ir is not surprising in view of 
the complete stoppage of trade 
occasioned by the Hupeh revolt 
and the crisis.among the native 
banks, that there should be a 
growing tendency to discuss the 
ity of foreign intervention 
As is usual in crises like the present 
one, such talk bas been accompani- 
ed by'the wildest ramours. On the 
one hand are those who maintain 
that Japan, the common scapegoat 
of the Far East, is behind the 
revolutionaries; on the other, those 
who contend that she is secretly 
sworn to keep the Mancha Govern- 
ment in power, and hear with suspi 
cion, not unmixed with indignation, 
that Japan is preparing to protect 
foreigners generally, in case of need. 
Some Japanese publicists retort by 
accusing Germany of unscrupulous 
designs, Indeed this suspicion would 
appear from to-day’s telegrams to 
have been aroused in Europe also, 
in consequence of the landing of 
German bluejackets at Hankow, 
an action which, if not actually 
exaggerated, would seem to have 
been fully justified by the need of 
suppressing looters. Meanwhile the 
one danger point of which we have 
fairly trustworthy information is in 
northern Manchuria where the 
activities of Hunghutze and local 
tribesmen are reported to have put 
the Russian troops on the qui 
From such vague regions ol 
rumour and speculation, it is 
refreshing to turn to the judicial 
attitude of the European’ Press. 
Sympathy for the revolutionary 
is admitted—as where indeed 
not, except in the Mancha 
ranks ?—but all thought of in- 
tervention, save for the need 
of personal protection, is strongly 
deprecated. It is to be emphasized 
that Great Britain's action, if called 
for, would be restricted to saving the 
lives of her nationals. There is no 
mention of interests. That we 
believe to be the feeling of all the 
most responsible foreign residents 
in China. 

That there are many who would 
gladly avail themselves of an 
opportunity for interference cannot 
be doubted. The fruits of peace, 
restored under ordinary conditions, 
are promising. But the plums to 








































be placked from the midst of armed 
intervention are nnimaginably lnsei- 
ous. We speak, however, for 
individuals not for goveraments ; 
‘and it is the business of the latter, 
if ever we are to see a prosperous 
and well-ordered China, to take 
care that no occasion be given for 
the activities of the former class. 
These are the men who have been 
largely, if not mainly, responsible in 
the past for the obstruction, not to 
say anti-foreignism, which honest! 
business enterprise has had to 
contend with in the past few years, 
and no opportunity should be lost 
of repudiating their actions and 
limiting their ingenuity. In all 
probability we believe that the 
special opportunities afforded by 
foreign intervention will be denied 
them because ther 
excuse for interventioa. 
by the 
population will be discountenanced 
by both sides alike ; and the orly 
chance of such an emergency would 
lie in the discomfiture of the Im- 
perislists, who might then endea- 
vour to foment disorde ith the 
express intention of bringing about. 
foreign intervention. Bat if the 
Manchus win, it must be remem- 
bered that they havo every whit as 
mach cause as the rebels for 
wishing to keep in the Powers’ 
‘ood books. Oar telegrams to-day 

not contain anything to under- 
ine the confidence of those who 
believed throughout that the 
Mancbus will win. No doubt 
Wuchang iteelf will prove a hard 
nut to crack, but what may not be 
done by force may be done by 
stratagem: and apart from the 
centre of revolt, it becomes daily 
harder to believe that, if a rising 
was to take place elsewhere, it would 
not long ago have burst forth 
Meanwhile the quarrel remains 
what it has ever been, the affair of 
China alone: and if for the mo- 
ment business suffers, it will no 
doubt be recouped eventually. At 
any rate it bas no logical or ethical 
ground for demanding extraordin- 
ary protection 

There is, however, one point on 
which the Powers would not only 
be free, but bound, to intervene. 
We look beyond the present wretch- 
ed time of open civil war, to 
what may come after, remembering 
the awfal fate that traditionally 
waits the rebel in China, the 
slaughter of bis innocent kinsfolk, 
the blotting out of the tainted rame 
from among the race. These things 
cannot again be tolerated. Where 
the Powers cannot interpose 
self-interest, they can and must

So much is indicated in the Imperial 
Edict issued yestesday. The clem- 
ency which was foreshadowed in 
Szechuan is to be extended to 
Hupeh also. Ringleaders, doubtless, 
must die the death. But for the 
rest, Yuan Shib-kai goes armed 
with bags of money and with pat- 
ents of Imperial pardon ready 
signed for all who are ready to 
plead that they were coerced into 
following the flag of revolt. There 
is yet more than this in the appoint- 
ment of Yuan Shib-kai. On what 
conditions, so freely ramoured, his 
Excellency accepta the charge laid 
upon him, there is no trustworthy 
evidence to show. It should, to some 
ways of thinking, be enough that 
triumphed over the rooted 
hostility of the two greatest per- 
sonages, next to the Emperor, in 
China and that he becomes at one 
bound unquestionably the most 
powerfal man in the Empire. What- 
ever his faults, Yoan Shib-kai i 
neither vengeful: nor petty ; nor is 
be alone amoug the rulers of Peking 
in recognizing that the Manchu 
Government is surely to blame for 
the tremendous challenge that has 
been cast at its authority, The 
events of the past twelve days 
cannot bat lead to genuine re- 
dress of grievances, if revolt is 
to be finally exterminated ; and 
among the acts of repentance 
for which China looks, it would he 
well to remember those starving 
multitudes, beggared by the Yangtze 
floods, for whom the rebels may 
plead to have fought and died.

As he did not receive a definite 
answer the Ambassador sent a Note 
declaring firmly that Russian corn 
must be subject neither to arrest 
nor to confiscation unless addressed 
to the Italian forces, and making 
the Porte responsible for any viola~ 
tion of Russia’s rights.

‘Tu Hupeh revolution has brought 
forth no more startling event, ex- 
cepting of course the whole move= 
ment in itself, than the recall of 
Yuan Shih-kai. Anxiety in Peking 
must be great indeed when it can 
‘overcome the rooted hostility to- 
wards Yuan of the Prince Regent 
and, we may believe, of the Empress 
Dowager. There can be no more 
fiction of the ex-Grand Councillor 
having at last recovered from his 
supposed indisposition. The plain 
fact is that the Government has 
bitter need of him, and the Imperial 
Edict appointing him to the com-

What is more to the 
point, hesaw to it that they were paid 
and may be relied upon to do as 
much again, A similar line of 
reasoning explains the appointment 
of Tsén Chun-hsuan to Szechuan. 
It is a very significant fact, if true 
as quoted by our Peking correspon- 
dent, that the 6th division has not 
left Paotingfu. Apart from other 
subtler possibilities, to be referred 
to later, the inference is that Peking’ 
is too nervous, and the position in the 
North too disquieting, for this 
valuable division to be allowed to 
go far away from the capital. By 
recalling the Hupeh troops from 
Szechuan and putting them under a 
trastworthy commander, namely’ 
Yuan Shih-kai, it might be possible 
to quiish the revolt by local means. 
This, however, would leave Szechuan 
bare. The aly, ad is to play, 
upon personal feelings, to remove 
Vioeray Chao Erh-féng who is most 
unpopular in the province and 
replace him by Tsén Chun-hsuan — 
armed with Imperial clemency—to 
whom the Szechuanese are well 
dis . 

‘As yet we have to hear Yuan 
Shih-kai’s views of the matter. 
But it would seem to be generally 
expected, in Peking that he will 
accept. Indeed, short of openly 
throwing in his lot with the revolu- 
tionaries, he has little option. To 
refuse, on whatever grounds, would 
at the present juncture be tant- 
amount to siding with the insurgents, 
and there are reasons to believe that | 
Yuan Shih-kai is too sagacious to 
take go tremendous a risk. For in 
spite of their brilliant initial 
suecesses, it is still difficult to 
believe in the ultimate victory of 
the revolutionists. As far as mere 
organization goes, they are making 
all possible use of their time at 
Wuchang. A regular form of

blamed, while their attitude has 
been, hitherio, unimpeachably cor 
rec, Thus far, then, fortune 
appears to smile on them. It is, 
nevertheless, not only strange, but 
ominous that they have yet failed 
move. Surely by this time, if the 
reports of the fall of Changsha 
Tchang and other centres were true, 
we should have heard something 
more definite, If the revolutionaries 
possess anything like the organiza~ 
tion elsewhere that they clearly 
wield at Wuchang, surely it would 
by now have been set in motion 
with conspicnous effect ? 

For five days the revolutionaries 
have been virtually supreme in the 
centre of the Yangtze; and yer, 
when every moment is of value, we 
have no evidence of their work in 
other centres beyond unconfirmed 
rumour. The delay suggests an- 
other reason for the no less striking 
dilatoriness of the Imperialists to 
makeamove. Unlesstheinsurgents’ 
resources are vastly greater than 
with all allowance for outside help 
we can suppose them to be, every’ 
day that they must wait to meet 
their enemies in the field saps their 
strength, One of two things may 
be hoped for, from the Pekin 
standpoint : either that the Hupeh 
troops, who in the main will side 

















with those that pay them mos’, will 
revolt once more, but this time to 
the Imperial standard ; or that the 
rank and file of the revolutionaries 
will fall to looting and bring about 
that foreign intervention which 
their leaders are so anxious to avert. 
On either ground delay would be as 
profitable to the Imperialists as it 
appears disastrous to the revolu- 
tionaries. The upshot would be a 
contest neither so short nor so long! 
as at first appeared to be the pro- 
bable alternatives ; but in the long 
run, the Impe1 success in which 
even at the risk of prophesying, we 
cannot but believe. Hard as it may 
seem to say so, unsympathetic wit 

‘a cause that surely deserves the 
sympathy of every generous heart, 
it is difficult not to think that it 
ll be best that the Govern- 
ald win—at a price. In 
the unique circums'ances of China it 
should be easier to reform exis ing 
institutions than to establish new 
ones, The world has gone for- 
ward since the Taiping rebellion. 
The Manchus may recover from the 
present shock. They cannot, how- 
ever, relapse into the methods of 
medievalism on which they have 
so long battened. At least that 
lesson should be driven well home 
upon the purblind perceptions of 
Peking before the Hupeh revolt if 
over. 
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1851 AND 1911- A 
CONTRAST,

Sixty years of change, much of 
it revolutionary, bave passed sinen 
the Taipings first showed sigos of 
strength far away amongst the 
villages of northern Kuangtang. 
No telegrams told hourly cf the 
progress. they were making, no 
railways or steamships brought them 
reinforcements and supplies. They 
had no arms, no training, no leaders 
orher than’ a simple farmer's sons, 
one of whom was the visionary, 
Hang Sin-tsuen. Though by great 
goud fortune they managed to 
possess themselves of Imperial 
powder to the amount of about a 
thouracd pounds weight, they had 
no arsenal or mint at hand which, 
on its captare, would immediately 
provide them with the sivews of 
war. They were far in tho south 
with little or 
programme. Ci 
form of _ provini i 
drove them northward, aad it was 
then that their career of conquest 
begav. Now note the contrast. 
The revolutionaries xf the present 
begin where the Tuipioys left off, 
in the heart of the emp They 
are trajned as never Chinese were 
trained before for war and fighting. 
They start out with a definite obj-ct, 
the overthrow of the Manchu 
Government. They know that io this 
they bavo a cry which will rally to 
their ranks all the members of the 
many Chinese Caves of Adullam, 
‘They bave ransacked an arsenal aud 
provided themselves with modern 
arms sach as a western foren would 
gladly use. If Chang Chih-tang 
were still alive be might well say, 
“T told you so: I told Lord 
Charles Beresford when he pressed 
me to get trained men, that the 
timo always came when we could 
not afford to pay them, and then 
our well-trained troops. would 
become a well-trained banvitti!” 
The leaders or the revolutionaries 
to-day are mon who have been 
educated at home and abroad in a 
way which only the best of their 
opponents can boast. And, greatest 
contrast of ull, there is a fear 
now which did not exist sixty 
‘years ago, that Imperial officers and 
men in considerable bodies may go 
over to the enemy. The Manchu, 
it seems, has no friends—none, at 
least, upon whom he can absolutely 
rely. 

The condition of the country at 
large to-day is as favourable to the 
\ecajolof tie revelation as_in 1851 
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suecess of the rebels was in spite, 
and not because, of the attitude of 
the people in general. What is 
the condition now ? Canton, in the 
extreme south, is a hot-bed of sedi- 
tion, Yiionan its next door nei 
bour is restless, Szechuan is seoth 
with actual rebellion, Hanan 
sympathetic, in Hapeh the Provin- 
cial Assembly is said to be revolu- 
tionary, and what has happened at 
Wuchavg, Hanyang, and Hankow, 
all the world knows. Farther 
north the Imperial outlook is hardly 
less gloomy. The New Domi 
is in arms, and even from (hihli 
itself there come the ugliest of ugly 
rumours. When the Taipings came 
to occapy the attention of the 
Imperial authorities, these bad such 
men as Tso Tsung-Tang, Tseng 
Kuo-fan, and Li Hung-chang to 
rely upon. To-day many of their 
most competent servants are wader 
Some are in disgrace, 
others on the shelf, and for many 
months the cry that has gone up 
from native patriots and foreign 
sympathizers alike bas been a cry 
for a mao} for somebody with nerve 
and determination enough to seize 
the reins and dictate a policy. [n 
1851, as we have said, the rebels 























entered on their long and success-_| lit 


fal course with leaders igoorant of 
war, of organization, of diplomacy, 
and of everything else which is 
usually considered essential to the 
overthrow of an established govern- 
ment. That they nearly succeeded 
was due to the contemptible nature 
of the fighting men opposed to 
them. The Imperial army was a 
rabble as that of the rebels was, 
the latter having the advantage of 
enthasiaem and nothing else. 
Mattors are different to-day. 
Different, too, are tbe conditions 
from a foreign point of view. Tn 
1851 England was the only nation 
on earth in a position to profit by 
an upset in the Chinese dominions. 
Russia was watching, but it was 
from a distance. She was not near 
enough to strike. It was far other- 
wise with Eogland. Had she covet- 
ed territory rather than trade, her 
influence might have gone into the 
scale against the Manchu. The 
Taiping would have bad his way, 
and England ber pi Bat that 
was not to be. Bi inflaence 
took the side of the de facto ruler, 
Gordon’s genius was its instrument, 
and the Taipings went ander. The 
present revolatiouaries are being 
watched very narrowly indeed by 
all the Great Powers. There was 
no likelihood in 1851 that foreign 
countries would be set by the ears 
by anything that a parcel of ra- 
gamuffios might do in the heart of 
the Chinese Empire. There is quite 
a possible chance of it in 1911, and 

















therein lies one of the most serious 
aspects of the present case. The 
Taiping rebellion dragged on its 
weary course for more than a dozen 
‘years, and added a sequel after that. 
Its destructiveness was equal to 
What was lost from a 
point of view has never 
been estimated, bat it is said that 
some 20,000,000 of lives were sacri- 
ficed during the see-saw of success 
and defeat which characterized 
those terrible years. It is difficult 
to imagine the Powers watching 
with folded arms a repetition of this. 
Nor, indeed, is there any likelihood 
of it. Conditions are so dil 
now that a definite result is possible 
within a far shorter time. Foreign 
nations are so intimately interested 
in what happens to China that inter- 
vention, which was so long delayed 
in the Taiping case, might well be 
hastened now. Rassin and Japan 
are in Manchuris, England is i 
Hongkong and Weibsi, and @ 
many in Tsingtao. France and Eng- 
land are also found on the southern 
border, and the men-of-war of the 
Powers are along the coast und up 
the rivers.

Onr contributor unquestionably 
represents the opinion of many of 
the best informed men in China ; 
and to-day’s telegrams, such as 
they are, tell lurgely in favour of his 
contentions, with the one striking 
exception of the acceptance by 
Yuan Shih-kai of the direction of 














affuirs. For the failure of 
the revolutionaries to move 
their sympathizers urge that, 


until they have proved themselves 
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st the Manchus upon their 
own chosen ground, where they are 
so strongly entrenched, it would be 
folly to risk dissipating their forces. 
And above all they argue, the 
Manchus have no friends. Those 
of the Chinese who ain out- 
wardly true to them will have no 
real stomach for their work. How 
can such fighters compare with their 
opponents, inflamed with zeal for 
their country and the sense of in- 
numerable wrongs? The answer 
has yet to be given. Its terms are 
those of hard cash. Rumour attri- 
butes to the revolutionaries vast 
resources. Time alone can show 
whether rumour lies. And in the 
meanwhile we remember that 
Peking has seldom failed to find 
funds for any project on which its 
heart is set. If the revolutionaries 
look abroad for the sinews of war, 
80 undoubtedly can Peking, and 
without ony question of appealing 
to foreign sid. The only thing, 
perhaps, about which we can be 
cert is that there will be 
abundant time to make up and 
unmake opinions before the end is 
reached.

To give one more quote- 
tion, we would recall these striking 
sentences from the speech delivered 
by the chairman of the China 
Association, Shangbai branch at the 
annual geueral meeting on August 
21 :—* We have the Astra Chan- 
nel completed, but the two quarterly 
reports which have been issued 
this year tell us that urgent work 
is necessary, even in this new 
channel. Within the last few days 
we bave received the most dis- 
quieting news of the gradual silting 
up of this channel.” ‘The chairman 
then described broadly the steps 
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which Shanghai was willing to 
take towards contributing to the 
expense of the work that must be 
done. Thus we arrive at three 
main facts: that the silting must 
be stopped without delay ; that 
there need be no haggling because 
Shanghai is willing to pay the 
jat there has, nevertheless, 
the most deplorable and 
dangerous waste of time. 

So much then for the broad out- 
lines of the problem as it stood ten 
days ago. And in passing, to 
counteract any suggestion that the 
need of the Astrea Channel has 
been exaggerated, we would point 
out that what is now happening in 
the Huangpu is no new thing, but 
that it is simply the natural conse- 

ence of the non-completion of 

@ scheme laid down by tho 
original engineer of the Conssr- 
vancy. Had the authorities re- 
sponsible for the condition of the 
river listened to Mr. de Rijke’s 
repeated and urgent representations, 
the present crisis would not have 
arisen. In particular, the dredg- 
ing at Pheasant Point, on the 
importance of which Mr. von 
Heidenstamm has laid so much 
stress, was an essential part of Mr. 
do Rijke’s programme ; and some 
six months before the latter left 
Shanghai he notified those con- 
cerned that this piece of work had 
become increasingly necessary and 
should be taken in hand not later 
than in November of last year. 
With other portions of Mr. de 
Rijke’s scheme, urgently pleaded, 

sistently ignored, we need not 
for the moment concern ourselves. 
It is little use crying over 9 
milk. The initial” programme is 
always ready to hand, when tho 
immediate obstacle before its reali- 
vation has been overcome. With- 
in the past ten days the whole 
situation has changed. It is just 
conceivable that the leisurely nego- 
tiations, which on September 23 tI 
Diplomatic Body was vaguely 
hoping to resume “ shortly,” might 
have resulted in the work, which 
Mr. de Rijke so strenuously advo- 




















cated, being begun within the 
twelve months from the date of his 
rocommendation. As matters stand 


there is no chance of even this 
degree of grace, so long as Shang- 
hai waits upon Peking. 

To put matters plainly Sbangbai 
cannot afford to shillyshally any 
longer with the Imperial Govern- 
ment over questions of principle, 
but must take the law boldly into 
its own hands. The attentions of 
Peking have beon transferred —if 
indeed they were ever seriously 
engaged—five hundred miles farther 
up the Yangtze. Until the revolu- 
tion is disposed of, there is not the 
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remotest chance that Peking will 
have money to spend or time to 
think about the Huangpu. When 
the negotiations ketween Waiwapa 
and foreign diplomatists are likely 
to be resumed, no man can tell. 
And what are we to hope for, but 
that they would be begun again «du 
capo, with new suggestions, added 
complications, more ingenious ob- 
structions? In the meanwhile the 
Astrea Channel continues to silt 
up ; and, if allowed so to continue, 
will not improbably end by making 
it completely unimportant to Shang- 








hai whether the rebels win or the pe 


Imperialists, because the source of 
Shanghai’s existence will be gone. 
The memorandum drawn up by the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
for presentation to Peking contains 
certain definite proposals as touching 
the contribution which Shanghai is 
ready to make to defray the cost of 
dredging, and it merely remains 
that that scheme should be carried 
into effect. It would presumably 
bo necessary to call a meeting of 
ratepayers. But before a need so 
insistant, no obstacle need be ex- 
pected in this quarter. At some 
later date, if convenient, it can be 
decided whether the | Imperial 
Government shall resume charge of 
the work. For the moment, that 
work must be done by Shanghai or 
it will never be done. The case is 
one for the policy adopted by Japan 
in respect of the Antung-Mukden 
railway ith this difference, that 
in working for her own 
preservation, will be working also 
for the benefit of China. 























THE CONFLICT AT 
HANKOW,

Tue news that fighting has 
actually begun between the Is 
and Imperialists, however terrible 
to those engaged, comes as a relief 
to those who have watched and 
wondered from afar, perplexed by 
the meagreness of trustworthy in- 
telligence and the abundance of un- 
trustworthy report. For the moment, 
we are told, the engagement has 
proved indecisive. But we have 
yet to learn whether the fighting 
was continued during the after 
noon and with what result. Yet, 
while prediction in such cir. 
cumstances were obviously absurd, 
our Hankow and Hsinyangchow 
correspondents’ telegrams suggest, 
certain guiding featares which will 
not be without significance for the 
ultimate result. In the first place, 
to attack was a necessity of the 
rebels’ situa By what ii 








plicable negligence they have failed 
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to slip round through the country 
behind General Chany Piau's tund- 
ful of men at the Gare Fluvials, 
and blow up a bridge or two 
on the line, remains « mystery. 
But that they have failed to do 
so, must be presumed from the 
presence at Hankow of those 4,000 
Honan troops “ splendidly drilled 
and equipped,” and waiting for the 
reinforcements whose arrival the 
insurgents could not afford to risk. 
Tn tke circumstances of the case 
the attack was made under disad- 
vantageous conditions, The Im- 

ialist position is protected by the 
guns of the fleet. It is too far from 
Woachanix to be much affected by 
the batteries on the eastern hills, 
and as far as can be seen the 
nature of the ground forbids the 
insurgents bringing their full 
strength to bear upon their op- 
ponents. But it was impossible to 
delay, in view of the nearness of 
General Yin Chang and the con- 
tinual arrival of loyal troops. 

Just as delay at the present junc- 
ture may be fatal to the insurgents 
it is none the less surely the cue for 
the Imperialiste. With the con- 
trol of the river in their bands, the 
lattor are able to cut off supplies 
from without ; for to bring money 
round by land from the south is 
too lengthy an affair to need con- 
sideration at present ; and every 
day that passes without some strik- 
ing insurgent success may tend to 
weaken the latter cause. Of the 
26,000 men attributed to the revolu- 
tionaries but « comparatively small 
Proportion are seasoned troops. 
The remainder ure raw recruits, 


























liable to become demoralized by 
delay, and slways so many more 
mouths to fill. “If the day's fight 
ing should end in a notable victory 
for the rebels, we may sec the fli 
of revolt raised in twenty other 
centres at once. That, we are told 
by the insurgents’ friends in Shang- 
hai, is the deep-laid plan of cam- 
paigo. Timealonecan show whether 
that surmise be correct ; but so 
long as the Imperialists can hold 
their own, as they would fairly 
‘appear to be doing, in other parts, 
the ultimate recaptare of Wuchang 
is a certainty. For the moment, 
the engagement disposes at least of 
the story that the Imperialist troops 
were merely waiting to reach 
Hankow in order to declare for thy 
revolutionaries. We can but con- 
clude that the troops which urs 
paid will still remain faithful to tho 
party that must be held to possess 
the longest purse.

AN EYE-WITNESS'S REPORT. 

The following news irs been sent to 
the American Charch Mixsion here ty 
members of the ssine Mission on the 
Boone Compound. Wuchang. The 
messenger was let down by a rope over 
the city wall and eo escaped. 

Hankow, Oct. 11. 

Mr. Fell and I (Dr. MaoWillie) 

investigated the Griog Inst night at 
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eleven o'clock from the top of Serpent 
Hill. Up to that hoar all the fring 
came from the vicinity of the camps, 
bat later on it was general right across 
to the Viceroy’s yamén. A few shots 
whistled over our heads and we went for 
cover to the north side of the bill, 


‘Three soldiers suddenly appeared and 
urged us to leave the city as the 
revolutionaries were after the Viceroy. 
They sssured us that we bad no reason 
to be afraid, but that it was necessary 
for us to get away. They said that 
Kang Yu-wei was on the river. They 
bad white bands tied to one arm 
and we understood that they were of 
the revolutionary party. Immediatel 
after leaviog the hill top we heard 
one fire off bis riffle. 


On our retarn we to Dr. 
Juckson, and then with others kept up 
a watch for the rest of the oight, not 
waking any others of the Componnd 
excepting Mr. Ridgely. Firing, at 
times of a desultory character, at times 
mixed with volleys and shots from the 
big gone, kept up all night, and in the 
morning we found the centre of the 
Serpent Hill occapied with troops and

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SIGNS OF UPHEAVAL. 


Once inside the city signs of the 
recent upheaval were evident. The 
roads were fall of soldiers, and strewo 
with the red facings of uniforms and 
in ome cases kbaki clothes lay on 
the road for any one to take away. The 
insurgents are all wearing their black 
winter uniforms, with the old facings 
and oroamenta torn off and white bands 
round their sleeves. Their general 
demeanonr reminded me of the Swies 
oldiers whom I saw many years ago. 
Whilst discipline eeemed perfect, there 
was no smartness sbont their actions 
and nothing to distinguish privates from 
officers, so far as I could see.

A PICTURE OF RUIN. 

A writer in the “Central Chins 
Post” of October 16 gives the following

We foasd that probably halt of the 
yamén buildings still remained, the part 
barned being the front entrance and 
the dwelling house at the back, 

It is impossible to describe the per- 
fect maze of buildings, and no one would 
wonder after once seeing it that the 
Viveroy escaped. There seemed to be 
opportunities and openings innumerable 
for fliy I 
remaining is an indescribable mass of 
débris. Books, charts, letters, plans, 
broken vases and crockery, all ‘sorte of 
things littered the floor. In the guest 
room there was a fie suite of European 
farniture which bas suffered bacly. The 
mantel cover Isy on the floor broken, 
the dinner wagon also, with its side 
Knocked.in ;. fine writing desk minus 
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one set of drawers which bad been torn 
away from underneath was there also. 
The sleeping apartments are completely 
gatted, and a foreign iron bedstead has 
been twisted into queer shapes by the 
heat. 

When we eatered the yamia, people 
were taking away everything that was 
Tikaly to be uselal. Some wore picking 
ap boards, others taking the glass out 
of the windows, others carrying off stoe! 
piping, electric wiring, books snd dis- 
carded clothing. 

The fire at the yaméo, however, mast 
have been on small scale compared 
with the destroction wronght at the 
other je of the street.

Then speedily the news came in, 
Five or more of the leaders of the 
railway loagoo bad been sammoned to 
yamen “to see latest wire from 
Peking.”

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everything in our power to conform 
with tbe requirements of the United 
States, and, previous to shipment, the 
tea was examioed and declared to 
be entirely free from colouring 
and facing matter by Messrs. A.
